TOWN REPORT 29 


REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW, N. H. BOARD OF 
EDUCATION FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1912 





The schools of Plaistow, have been subject to not- 
able changes the past year. At the close of the first five 
weeks of the year the North Main street school was dis- 
‘continued for two reasons: the teacher resigned to com- 
plete her studies at the Lowell, Mass. Normal School, and 
the number of scholars was so small as not to warrant 
continuance, the scholars being well accommodated at 
the Centre School and at Westville. At the Annual School 
District meeting 1911, the District voted to consolidate 
the schools of the town, and build a school house at the 
Centre, that would accommodate all the pupils in town. 
The Committee, raised for that purpose, consisting of 
the members of the School Board, Messrs. John H. 
Noyes, Charles A. Towne and William P. Warner, sup- 
plemented by Messrs. Joseph 8. Hills and William H. 
Freke, organized promptly, and proceded with the work 
assigned them. Recognizing the interest that Mr. Arthur 
G. Pollard, had taken in the town and in the Pollard 
School Building, the Committee, communicated with 
fim at once, offering him the opportunity to make sug- 
gestions, informing him of the action of the District and 
of the organization of the Committee. Subsequent con- 
ferences were held with Mr. Pollard, and he was added 
to the Committee, as advisory member. In accordance 
with the wish of Mr. Pollard, Mr. Henry . lL. Rourke, 
architect, of Lowell, was requested to draw up plans for 
a four-room building, which was done, and plans. sub- 
mitted to the Comimttee, upon which bids were adver- 
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tised for in the Haverhill Gazette. Proposals were re- 
ceived from the Burton H. Wiggin Company of Lowell, 
A. L. Wales of Groveland; and N. 8S. Cole & Son of Haver- 
hill. All bids being beyond the means of the District 
as voted, were rejected and new proposals called for at 
reduced estimates. The same contractors, -—put in new pro- 
posals, on the changed plans. The Burton H. Wiggin Co. 
being the lowest, the contract was awarded to them at a 
contract price of $7,000.00 including the Old Pollard 
school building, and also. including heating, but no 
plumbing. Later it was decided by the Committee that 
with the probable larger number of scholars at the 
Centre, there should be a toilet system put into the build- 
ing, they asked the privilege of adding this, which the. 
District granted, the cost not to exceed $1,000.00. The 
contract for this was awarded to Mr. KF. O. Sawyer of 


Haverhill for $840.00. The District at its Annual Meeting » 


authorized the Committee to issue bonds to the amount 
of $3,000.00 and to sell the outlying school houses. Such 
bonds were issued and the school houses put on sale. The 
Clark District school house has been sold for $550.00 and 
the others are still for sale. It was understood that the 
new building was to be completed no later than the first 
of November and in order to have as short a time as 
possible for the schools to be accommodated at the Town 


Hall in the Centre, and.at Westville and the South Dis- 


trict, they were not opened until October 2nd. This has. 
given the District but thirty four weeks of sessions, in- 
stead of the usual thirty-six weeks. The building was 
finally completed Dec. 30th and dedicated appropriately 
on that date. Mr. Freke resigning from the Committee 
on account of removal from town, was replaced by the 
addition of Mr. Herbert M. Hall to the Committee. The 
Board consider themselves very fortunate in securing 
Miss A. Mabelle Warner, as principal of the Pollard 
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Schools, and teacher of the 7th and 8th grades. With a 
valuable experience, and thorough fitting, she is proving 
herself of inestimable value to our schools. In the 
other teachers, we.also have efficient and competent, in- 
structors, each of whom are Normal School graduates. 
After a brief seven weeks of work under the consolida- 
tion, the Board are more than ever convinced that this 
is the system to be maintained, tor greatest efficiency in 
the education of our boys and girls. There have been 
some difficulties in the matter of transportation, but they 
are being overcome and the conveyance of scholars, can 
be made perfectly satisfactory, we believe. The Build- 
ing Committee, would express their thanks to Mr. Pol- 
lard for his generous gifts to the school building, includ- 
ing $3,000.00 towards the building, $500.00 
towards new school: desks, a_ suitable flag staff, 
the decorations of the inside walls of the building, finish- 
ings under the coving, the richly embellished name on 
the building ‘‘Pollard School’’ and his offer to grade tne 
grounds on the entire front of the building and lay it out 
for a fine lawn. 

The Committee would also express their thanks to 
the Junior. Order of United American Mechanies, for 
their gift of a splendid U.S. flag to float from the stalf on 
every school day and their service rendered on the <edi- 
eation program. With the corps of teachers now empioy- 
ed and the consolidated system, well in vogue, the 
Board believe that the town is being served and will be 
served as never before with a high grade of instruction 
for all the pupils of the town. Sixteen scholars have 
been in attendance on the High Schools of Haverntli, 
Mass., Exeter and Kingston, N. H. The time is at hand 
for seriously considering the matter of one or two year 
courses of instruction in High School studies, here, with 
the addition of one more teacher. We are likely to have 
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from twenty to twenty-five pupils attending out of town 
High Schools the coming year. Withthe expenses of this to 
the town and to parents for tuition and for carfares, we 
see at once that it will go a long ways towards and equip- 
ment for High School instruction in town. The 
estimates of the Board for the coming year, for High 
School tuition are $1,000.00; for text books and supplies 
$150.00; and recommend in addition to the amount re- 
quired by law, $800.00. The parents attention is once 
more called to the importance of the children’s punctual 
attendance, of school, as the higher the average atten- 
dance, the larger the amount we receive from the _ state 
for our aid. Attention is also called to the financial state- 
ment of the Board that follows:
